Secretary Young ol the State Board of

the Commissioner of Immigration at the 
ports of New \ ork and Boston by which 
he Is notllled of Immigrants arriving at 
those ports sick wlt|i an infectious dis- 
ease, or exposed to it, and destined to 
any place In Maine

the names of the expected newcomers, 
are immediately forwarded to the local 
sanitary authorities, and the executUc 
office ot a local board to whom such a 
notification Is sent, should learn, if pos- 
sible, before the arrival of the Immi- 
grants, whether persons of the same 
name and nationality live within his 
jurisdiction, and whether they are ex- 
pecting friends.
